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Doherty Critical Of EJH Condition 


Former School Committeeman William 
A. Doherty, highly critical of the condition 
of East Junior High school, has called on 
the school committee to take positive ac- 
tion to correct the situtation. 

Ina letter to the TOWNSMAN this week, 
Doherty commented on examining the 
recently repaired roof at the building with 
members of the finance committee. 

Asking for school committee action in 
the building Doherty writes: 


To the citizens of Andover: 

Last Saturday morning, along with three 
members of the town Finance Committee, 
I went up onto the roof of the Memorial 
Auditorium-Gymnasium to look at the 
condition of the roof. With me were John 
Sullivan, Frederick Fitzgerald and Donn 
Byrne, the latter, chairman of the finance 
committee. They were shocked, as I was. I 
chided them that sufficient money was not 
appropriated to take care of this problem 
but I was advised that money which was 
included in the school budget was either 
used for something else or returned to the 
town treasury unused. 

The condition of this building is a public 
disgrace, nothing less. The responsibility 
rests entirely on the shoulders of the 
school committee. They are the elected 
body responsible to the town. The question 
comes, ‘‘Why is this beautiful building be- 
ing allowed to go to wrack and ruin. This is 
a tar and gravel roof. It was laid in 1935. 
Long past the normal life time of this type 
of roof. There are very large areas where 
the gravel is gone and the paper is exposed 
to the weather. This is absurd. The water 
has come through and damaged the floors 
below. The beautiful gymnasium floor was 
replaced but the roof has been left go to 
leak down on the new floor. What is this 
but stupidity? Someone used the work 
malfeasance. The next question is ‘‘Why 
do they allow this.”’ 

I hear talk that the committee wants to 
get rid of this very fine building. Why? The 
only criticism that I ever heard was that it 
is a difficult building to administer and its 
too far for teachers and children to walk 
from the top floor of one wing and across 
the auditorium and up one flight. 

My reaction to that is that the entire 
campus at Phillips Academy has to be ad- 
ministered from the George Washington 
Hall. Many times during the day students 
and teachers have to walk across the cam- 
pus to another building and put on their 
overcoats and overshoes in a snow storm. 
They have to begin their day by walking a 
long distance from their dorms to the 
school cafeteria. Our students just go 
down stairs. Where is the reasoning?, 

We had to put a new roof on the present 
high school which is still practically new 
and the same at Bancroft. The only mis- 
take at Bancroft is that the town should 
have instructed the fire department to 
burn it down. After all, the school com-

mittee wants to get rid of a building. So, 
they pick the best building in the entire 
system. Yes, the best. They tried to give it 
away to elderly housing, or to town of- 
fices. In either case they should have fixed 
the roof. If they are deliberately trying to 
damage the building then it becomes a 
very serious matter. The building seems 


‘to be condemed by the architects. How | 


could the Perley F. Gilbert Associates 


condemn a building designed by Perley | 


Gilbert himself? Perley Gilbert was a fine 
architect and a man of integrity. He was 
moderator of the Baptist Church and fre- 
quently referred to as the cornerstone of 
that church. 

For the benefit of new people in town, 


the Memorial Auditorium-Gymnasium | 


and the East wing were one of the first 
Public Works Administration projects 
built with the help of Federal Government 
money. The junior high school moved into 
the east wing in September, 1936. The west 


‘wing, the old Punchard high school was 


built in World War One days and the school 
took it over in September, 1917. 

Just a little history. The auditorium- 
gymnasium and the east wing were built 
by Thomas O’Conner of Cambridge. The 


night O’Connor signed the contract with , 


the building committee he said to the com- 
mittee, ‘“‘The O’Connor’s will build a 
building that the Town of Andover will be 
proud of but what is more important, the 
O’Connor’s will build a building that the 
O’Connor’s will be proud of.’’ We didn’t get 
that on any other school building. And, 
there isnt another building that will stand 
up like this one has for 44 years. 

One more point. We had so much trouble 
with the Shawsheen school where the rain 
water came right through the brickwork 
that I personally said to Perley Gilbert, 
‘‘We don’t want that to happen here. He 
said to me, ‘‘It won’t.’’ The walls of the 
auditorium and the east wing are solid 
brick, three bricks, 12 inches thick and

the gymnasium are 18 inches, four bricks 
through. All walls are slushed up. This was 
in Gilbert's specifications. 

Some people don’t realize that the blue

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Agreement Urged On Sewer Easement 


Town officials and counsel for a 
Summer Street family were expected to 
begin working today toward ‘‘amicable’’ 
terms on a sewer easement — before the 
selectmen go ahead and take the easement 
anyway by eminent domain. 

Robert Jurgen, 88 Summer St., said he 
wasn’t opposed to the easement across his 
property per se, but objected to the lack of 
communication from the town about the 
matier. He said he wanted to insure that 
everything was being done “‘in a legal 
manner,’ to protect their rights as 
property owners. 

A special meeting of selectmen has been 
tentatively scheduled for Tuesday night, in 
hopes an agreement will have been reach- 
ed by then. The sewer is already being laid 
down Lucerne Drive and is about to cross 
conservation land toward the Jurgen’s. 

The connection will actually come 
through property belonging to Carl 
Eichorn, next door at 90 Summer St., but 
heavy equipment will have to use the 
Jurgen property for access. 

The selectmen this week approved ac- 
quiring easements by eminent domain 
from the Eichorn’s, as well as from 
Michael A. McCormick, 31 Lucerne Drive, 
and Robert Lawrence at 25 Lucerne Drive. 
Those owners had previously agreed to 
terms with the town, and were to receive 
sums of $1000, $500 and $500 respectively. 

Eichorn is passing title to his property 
this week, and will be sharing the $1000 
with the new owner. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark told 
selectmen Tuesday night that it is usual 
practice for the town to first negotiate 
with property owners toward agreement 
on easements. However, he said that in 
the end, the town acquires them by emi- 
nent domain, ‘‘either on a friendly basis or 
unfriendly.”’ 


“The bottom line,” Jurgen added, ‘‘is 
that you can go ahead and dig a hole in my 
lawn whether I like it or not.’’ 

“Yes,” Clark replied. 

Clark added that they would retain title 
to their property, and would be guaranteed 
access to their property at all times. 

DPW Director Bob McQuade added that 
the contractor is obligated to restore the 
land to the way it was. 

Because of the lateness of the season, 
however, he said, they wouldn’t be able to 
loam and seed the Jurgen property until 
spring. 

Jurgen said they were particularly con- 
cerned about saving a large spruce tree 
that is ‘“‘very precious’’ to us. He said the 
plan is to dig a seven-foot ditch seven feet 
away trev) the tree. 


McQuaue said they will make every ef- 
fort to save the tree, and will have an 
aborist on hand during the work. He said 
they had already contemplated avoiding 
the tree, and had moved the sewer ditch as 
far away as they could. 

Jurgen also questioned the laying of the 
sewer pipe through the conservation 
wetlands, and warned that they might lose 
a piece of equipment. 

“‘My kids can’t even walk out there 
without droping in up to their knees,’’ he 
said. 

McQuade, however, said that the con- 
tractor has had considerable experience in 
wetlands and had special equipment. 

Selectman Susan Poore said she felt

badly that the Jurgen’s concerns hadn’t 
been answered before, but that the ques- 
tion before the board was if they were go- 
ing to take the land in the normal way and 
proceed with a project that was already 
started. 

‘‘Are we going to commit to just three- 
quarters of a project?’’ she asked. 

Selectman Norma Gammon, however, 
said that ‘‘if we have to lose a week, we 
have to lose a week,’’ in terms of construc- 
tion. She said she didn’t feel the Jurgens 
had had sufficient time to study the 
matter. 

McQuade said discussions with the 
private property owners began around the 
first of October. 

Jurgen said someone had come to. their 
door once at suppertime, to inform them a 
sewer would be going through and that 
plans would follow.

‘‘Now there’s a big rush to finish a job 
that was late starting in the first place,’’ 
he said.

proved more than $3 million in public 
works construction, and that this project 
was down on the list. McQuade added that 
they had been looking at other schemes for 
this particular sewer, and had just recent- 
ly come to the decision. 


Jurgen also brought up a ‘“‘traditional 
problem of the sewer overflowing”’ in the 
Summer Street area, but McQuade said 
that a relief sewer laid in Summer Street 
in the late 60’s was deemed sufficient to 
handle the new hook-up as well as a new 
subdivision in the area.

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Merchants are upset about possibly los- 
ing 12 downtown parking spaces if propos- 
ed renovations are made to Elm Square 
and other sections of Main Street between 
Lewis Street and Chestnut Street.

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When is a meal “‘balanced’’? Why should 
everyone eat balanced meals? What 
happens if someone doesn’t eat balanced 
meals every day? 

Students in grade four at Bancroft 
school and grade six at Sanborn school are 
learning the answers from two white rats. 
They are part of a health education pro- 
ject supplied to teachers by the New 
England Dairy and Food Council to en- 
courage children to improve their eating 
habits. 

Long before the rats were delivered to 
the schools, special preparations were 
made for their stay. Cages were borrowed 
from the Andover High School and con- 
tests were held to select names for the 
animals. 

The students decided on Shirley and 
Moonshine for the rats on the balanced 
diet and Laverne and Snowflake for the 
rats on the modified diet, that is, a diet 
with one of the four food groups missing. 

Most students know that a balanced 
meal must include servings from each of 
the Four Food Groups — the miik group, 
meat group, fruits and vegetables group, 
breads and cereals group. But omitting 
one of the food groups is a typical problem 
of many school children today.

Since 
rats grow rapidly and eat many of the 
same foods people do, results were visible 
in a few weeks. 

Under the trained supervision of Gene 
Rapisardi and Nancy Munn the classes fed 
the rats equal amounts of foods from the 
four food groups: oatmeal, carrot sticks, 
and hamburger. However Shirley and 
Moonshine the rats on the balanced diet, 
were given milk daily while Laverne and 
Snowflake received only flat tonic or 
sweetened water. 

For three weeks, class committees 
observed the rats’ behavior, appearance, 
tail length, and weight gain. Then the 
students reviewed the facts and drew their 
own conclusions. 

One child commended Laverne’s fur 
was shaggy and dull, while Shirley’s fur 
had grown sleek. She was obviously 
healthy because of her balances meals. 
The most dramatic difference between the 
rats involved size. Laverne and Snowflake 
were noticeably shorter and weighed less. 
For the last week of the study Laverne and 
Snowflake have been receiving daily por-

Many students interviewed stated that 
the academic reputation of the school was 
a positive factor in their decision to 
transfer here. It appears that the reputa- 
tion of the business department is not just 
known in New England, as several 
business transfers are from New York, 
New Jersey, and the mid-west. ‘‘A solid 
business background was what I was look- 
ing for,’’ said one marketing major from 
New York. ‘‘My other school didn’t offer 
that opportunity. I had heard good things 
about Merrimack’s program from several 
people, and decided to look into it. I 
haven’t been disappointed.”’ 

In view of favorable comments like 
these, it appears that Merrimack will con- 
tinue to attract more and more transfer 
students in the future, and enhance its 
reputation for providing an excellent 
educational and social college environ- 
ment. 


Crime Watch Tips For Parents 


Activities at the schools has brought to 
the Andover Police Department additional 
concerns about the safety of the com- 
munity’s children, according to Chief 
David L. Nicoll. ‘‘We want to keep every 
child, of every age, safe from the perils of 
motor vehicles and molesters,’’ the chief 
said. Parents usually spend a great deal of 
time talking to youngsters about being 
careful on the streets and in the operation 
of their bicycles. But they’re less likely to 
concentrate on instruction about personal 
safety. . 

“Unfortunately, the presence of large 
numbers of children near schools 
somehow brings out qualities of perver- 
sion in some people,’ the chief added. 
There already have been cases reported in 
nearby communities in which children 
have been accosted. 

Chief Nicoll released the following infor- 
mation, compiled by Massachusetts 
“Crime Watch,” the statewide crime 
prevention program, for the guidance of 
parents. These points should be duscussed 
with your children: 

@ Don’t accept rides from strangers. 

@ Avoid accepting candy and other gifts 
from strangers. 

® Refuse to give directions or information 
to a stranger. 

© Go straight home after school. 

® Don’t take short-cuts through alleys or 
empty lots; use the sidewalk. 

@ Never leave home without your parents 
knowing where you’re going, and what 
time you are to return. 

@ Avoid playing in deserted areas or 
around rest rooms. 


don’t admit strangers for any reason. 
® If possible, attempt to write down the 
license number of the vehicle and 
remember what the stranger looks like. 
Continuing, Chief Nicoll said: 
“It is the opinion of the Andover Police 
Department that the key to reducing child 


molesting is education. Children must be 
instructed, not only to be cautious of 
strangers, but of persons with whom they 
have had some prior acquaintance. 
Sometimes even of relatives themselves. 

“One of the best ways of protecting your 
child is to discuss potential molestation in- 
volving family friends or relatives. 

‘‘Parents suspecting their child has been 
molested should solicit information from 
the child, but should take care not to go 
into graphic detail. Gentle questioning 
should be the rule. Never threaten your 
child. 

‘Children should be warned of the 
potential hazards involved in door-to-door 
soliciting for school projects. They should 
always go with a friend, and should never 
enter a residence,’’ the Chief concluded. 

Parents who desire more detailed infor- 
mation on the above should contact the 
Department. Persons acting suspiciously 
particularly in the nieghborhoods of 
schools, should be reported to the police 
immediately.

Gallant 
Highlanders 
Visit Boston 


The Black Watch, Her Majesty’s senior 
highland regiment, is making their fourth 
American tour in 17 years. Representing 
the finest traditions of military gallantry, 
the Highlanders will apear at Boston 
Garden for two shows, Saturday, Dec. 1 at 
8 p.m. and Sunday, Dec. 2 at 1:30 p.m. 

The regiment was born in the troubled 
times of the 1715 rebellion when 
highlanders were forbidden to carry arms. 
The 17th eentury idea of a highland watch 
was revived and six independent com- 
panies of loyal highlanders were recruited 
to police the region and safeguard its 
citizens. 

The Black Watch, so named for its dark 
Tartan kilts, were commissioned for ac- 
tual combat in 1745, during the War of 
Austrian Succession. Since then their 
military honors and distinctions have 
become legendary. The Highlanders par- 
ticipated in many famous campaigns, in- 
cluding those inthe disease-ridden West 
Indies, the American Revolutionary War,

19th Century Egyption Expeditions, the 
Battle of Waterloo, the Crimean War, and 
several South African conflicts. 

This century, twenty-five Highland bat- 
talions saw service in World War I, and 
the Regiment received sixty-nine battle 
honors for its work on the Western Front 
and the Middle East. Six battalions of the 
Black Watch saw active duty in World War 
II, where they fought in France, North 
Africa, Italy, and Northwest Europe. They 
were awarded another 63 honors. 


Successive generations of highlanders 
have upheld the ancient combat traditions 
of the Black Watch. Since 1945 they have 
completed martial tasks with distinction, 
most notably in Korea, Germany, Kenya, 
and Northern Ireland. Their peacetime ac- 
tivities involve ceremonial pomp and per- 
formance. In 1963 the regimenfal pipes, 
drums, and band made a triumphal tour of 
the United States, which included a White 
House performance for the Kennedy fami- 
ly. A month later they were requested to 
play at the President’s funeral. 


By popular demand the Highland Regi- 
ment returned to the United States in 1976 
to help celebrate the American Bicenten- 
nial. Since then, the renowned Black 
Watch Guard has become synonymous 
with ceremonial pomp and splendor. Be 
sure to see them on their fourth American 
tour.

program. The Raytheon Employees Ac- 
tivities Association-Physical Fitness 
Program is hosting the event, along with 
Phillips Academy, where the race will 
begin and end. 

Dalton said the race will be ‘properly 
run and well run,”’ and said they envision 
it as ‘‘an enjoyable event’’ that will bring 
people to Andover. 

He said there would be a ‘“‘maximum 
disruption” of about 15 minutes on Main 
Street. 

Dalton said he had run in a number of 
races, including Gloucester on Labor Day 
and Newburyport during the height of the 
tourist season, and that the races had turn- 
ed into festivals rather than disruptions. 

“I want to look at it as a positive thing 
that makes Andover look good,” he said. 

Charles Heseltine of the Andover Sport 
Shop said that as a Main Street retailer, he 
anticipated that each runner would bring 
at least two people into town with him. 

The race will begin inside the playfield 
at Phillips Academy, and proceed up Main 
Street to Elm Square, then out to 
Merrimack College and Route 125 to 
Kathleen Drive, Marie Drive, Highland 
Road and Salern Street back to the 
academy. 

Entry fees are $3 for pre-registration 
and $4 for post registration. Each runner 
who has pre-registered will also receive 
running shorts with the ‘‘No Butts’’ in- 
signia, created and designed by the 
Malden Bank especially for the event. 

Trophies will be awarded to winners in 
all categories (male and female, and 
seven age groups). Certificates will also 
be given to all finishers. In addition, com- 
petitors should be registered with the New 
England Amateur Athletic Union 
(NEAAU). 

Dalton said that they had expected 200 to 
300 runners and had received close to 600 
applications. He said the race has the 
potential of becoming an “‘important”’ one 
as long as it keeps the AAU sanction. 

Clark, in addition to recommending that 
Saturday’s route be altered to avoid Main 
Street, asked the selectmen for a policy 
that would prohibit races on Main Street 
during busy hours in the future. 

The selectmen, however, took a wait- 
and-see attitude as to ‘“‘disruption,’’ and 
voted 5-0 to approve the race. 

If there is a problem, Selectman Jim 
Abramson said, the race could be moved 
to Saturday afternoon or Sunday morning 
in the future.

East Junior High reared its head again 


= at last Thursday’s school building com- 


mittee meeting, and the committee took 
measures to lay it to rest once and for all. 

For the group’s next meeting Nov. 29, 

they scheduled presentation of a report on 
alternative uses for East, which considers 
using the building as low-income housing, 
commercial space for offices and shops, 
and offices for town and school staff. 
' Scheduled for completion in mid- 
December is a report by the Merrimack 
Valley Planning Commission (MVPC) on 
the feasibility of turning East into joint 
town/school administrative offices. This 
option was chosen for further study 
because it was felt there is already enough 
low-cost housing in town and the land the 
school is on is not zoned for business, ac- 
cording to Town Manager Jared S. A. 
Clark. 

The alternative uses report was 
prepared in the spring and the MVPC 
study was requested about two and a half 
months ago. 

Building committee members debated 
whether project architects should con- 
sider using all or part of East in conjunc- 
tion with the Doherty School as either an 
elementary or middle school. 


Selectmen Approve 
Upgrading Two Posts 


Selectmen Tuesday night went along 
with the t»wn manager’s recommendation 
and upgraded the positions of Haven 
Director Dorothy Winn and Town Clerk 
Elden R. Salter. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark said 
his recommendations were made on the 
basis of increased responsibilities and the 
quality of the two employees’ perfor- 
mances over the past year. 

Winn becomes coordinator of elder ser- 
vices, effective Monday, with a salary in- 
crease from $11,632 to $12,574 a year. 

Regrading of Salter’s position will in- 
crease his salary from $20,489 to $21,512, 
effective July 1, 1980. Clark said the dis- 
crepancy in effective dates is due to the 
timing of their evaluations. 

Selectman Susan Poore was the lone 
vote against the moves, maintaining that 
regrades and reClassifications should be 
made within the budgetary cycle, which 
will begin in another two months. 

Colleague Jim Abramson agreed that 
the selectmen decided a year ago to make 
such changes only as part of the budget 
process, but on the other hand, felt the 
promotions were earned. 

Selectman Norma Gammon made the 
final motion in their favor. She said she 
felt the promotions were ‘‘well deserved,” 
and wanted them ‘‘now.”’ 

“T wasn’t part of what you agreed last 
year,” she told Poore and Abramson. 

Selectman Larry Sullivan said he had no 
qualms about supporting the town 
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manager? “He said” Clark knew What” the

selectmen thought about making changes 
as part of the budget process. 

But, he said, Clark has ‘‘stuck his neck 
out here, trying to show that these in- 
dividuals are worth it. He has to have 
some flexibility to be able to say, ‘You did 
a good job.’ ”’ 

Poore called the final, 4-1 decision on ‘‘a 
dangerous precedent,’’ adding that “every 
case can be considered an exception.” 
Abramson suggested that the selectmen 
reconsider their policy of making such 
moves part of the budgetary process. 

Clark first proposed that the position of 
Haven director be upgraded a year ago. 
He said Winn has shown strong ad- 
ministrative ability and has overcome 
transitional problems, at the same time 
she’s been responsible for getting the 
Friendly Visitor program underway, coor- 
dinating meals on wheels, senior citizen 
transportation and diagnostic health 
clinics, and administering her own budget. 

‘‘She’s more than simply a director of 
The Haven facility,’ Clark said. ‘‘The 
coordinator of elder services title is more 
in keeping with what she actually does. I 
feel she should be paid more than the dog 
catcher and now she’s paid less.” 

He said Winn has represented Andover 
well on a regional basis, and has been 
directly responsible for some of the 
federal grants Andover has received, 
keeping down the costs of elder services 
here. t 


__ Clark said !Salter. also represents An-. 
dover well on a regional basis, presently 
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as president of the New England Clerks’ 
Association. 

He said he has been particularly im- 
pressed with Salter’s efficient record- 
keeping and his willingness to adapt the 
process onto computer to improve it 
further. He lauded Salter’s setting up of 
the automatic election system and its 
successful implementation. 

“Tt’s to his credit,’’ Clark said, “that 
elections here move very smoothly.” 

“We're asking people to do more,”’ 
Clark went on, and added that added com- 
pensation is an important means of 
recognizing increased level of achieve- 
ment. 

He said that while he has caused some 
shuffling of positions, and while some 
employees are receiving higher pay, there 
are no more employees than there were 
when he came to Andover.

Fate Of East Junior High

Architects from Perly F. Gilbert 
Associates said using the school for either 
purpose would require renovations not 
only to classrooms, but also to core 
facilities such as the instructional 
materials center (IMC), music rooms, 
gym, and art rooms. 

To house just 200 students there, ‘‘you’d 
have to use two thirds of the school, and 
you’d have two thirds of the original 
problems,’’ said architect Gerry Dion. 

School Committeeman Donald Robb 
said he opposed a costly renovation of 
East for 200 students who, because of 
declining enrollment, might disappear in a 
few years. 

Other problems with use of East as a 
school included possible loss of state aid if 
the renovations cost more than a new 
building or if renovations did not bring it 
up to state educational standards. 

Architect Herb Glassman added that us- 
ing East as a school would be forcing 
students into a school space, instead of 
trying for the school committee’s stated 
goal of creating spaces for the needs of the 
students. 

The building committee voted 4-1 
against having the architects consider in- 
corporating East in a 6-3-3 grade organiza- 
tion building scheme. Virginia Cole, who 
made the motion, voted in the minority. 

A motion to instruct the architects to 
prepare a report on why it is not 
economically advisable to use East was 
voted down 3-2. 

The committee voted unanimously to re- 
mind the town manager in writing that the 
alternative uses report on the school was 
due at the end of November. 

In a press conference Friday, Clark said 
East was no longer being seriously con- 
sidered as a part of the building program. 
However, he said using the school as a 
town/school office building now seemed 
possible. 

When the idea was brought up earlier 
this year, he opposed it. However, he said, 
with the school building program costs be- 
ing cut from $14 million to less than $10 
million, and with the town’s indebtedness 
expected to drop from about $11 million to 
about $7 million in a few years, the idea 
seemed more feasible. 

Clark said converting East into a town 
hall would require a different, cheaper 
kind of renovation than keeping it a school. 
For town hall use, partitions would be in- 
stalled rather than knocking out walls as 
required for school renovations. 


Advantages would include better com- 
munication among departments now hous- 
ed in the town hall, the Haven, and Stowe 
school. 


If the town hall were vacated for a 
renovated East, Clark said, he favored 
reusing the hall, possibly for private com- 
mercial or residential use. 

He said he thought it too much of a 
downtown landmark to destroy. 

If East were made a town hall and 
Memorial Auditorium were left in tact, 
Clark said he would still favor the con- 
struction of a high school auditorium, ‘‘for 
school use and overflow town meetings.’ 

School Building Committee Chairman 
Kenneth Gropper called the issues of East

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Selectmen last week were presented with a proposal 
to provide sewer lines and a lift station in the Andover 
Country club area in order to insure the continued 
operation of the golf course. 

The developer, Yvon Cormier, owner of the total 
parcel, including the country club, has previously in- 
dicated a desire to maintain the club and the golf 
course. Now, in an apparent effort to enhance his hous- 
ing development, he wants assurance from the town 
that he can provide the homes to be built in the area 
with town sewer lines, rather than resorting to septic 
systems. 

Selectmen, as sewer commissioners will ultimately 
have to rule on the matter, which presents a rather 
perplexing dilemma to the board. 

Cormier, it would seem, holds the advantage at this 
point. 

We doubt greatly that anyone would want to see the 
golf course done away with, in favor of additional dwell- 
ing units. 

The 110 acres contained within the golf course and 
country club, coupled with the additional 135 acres 
already in the planning stages of development, almost 
dictates another school for the town, in addition to other 
services. . 

Total development would have a significant effect on 
the school population, current figures being used for 
school construction planning notwithstanding. 

It therefore behooves the selectmen and other town 
officials involved in the decision, to look at the request 
very carefully. 

Central to the decision, is the installation of a lift sta- 
tion to pump the sewerage into the town’s trunk lines. 
Lift stations are frowned upon by the town, principally 
because ultimately their care and maintenance falls to 
the town. 

There is fear of setting precedent. 

There is concern that if one developer is allowed to in- 
Stall a lift station, then others most certainly would 
make similar requests and denial would be difficult. 

But, this particular development has quite aptly been

referred to as having the biggest impact on the town in 


_ Many years. 


Cormier probably recognizes that his development 
could be completed with septic installations, the land in 
the area being well-suited for such installations. 

But, he seeks to provide a better finished product for 
potential home-owners, and a sanitary sewer system 
certainly is better than a subsurface Sanitary system. 

As the matter is considered, it might be borne in mind 
that the town was initially offered the opportunity to ob- 
tain the country club. It was rejected as being too ex- 
pensive an acquisition. 

While the cost at the time may have been high, in 
some opinion, the decision was basically inconsistent. 

A few years ago, town meeting was asked to approve 
acquisition of considerable acreage off High Plain Road 
for conservation and recreation. Voters were told that 
while the acquisition was expensive, it would save the 
town money in the long run, by removing it from poten- 
tial development. 

As for recreational use, that plot is now classed as 
“‘passive”’ or in other words limited in recreational 
potential to the townspeople and controlled by the con- 
servation commission. 


Other plots, of considerable acreage have also been 
acquired for conservation and recreation purposes. 


But, the golf course was bypassed, probably because 
of the consideration of its operation as a municipal golf 
course. 


We hardly feel that the town should enter the wide 
world of sports, but, quite possibly, purchase of the 
country club property could well have been a more 
economical alternative than the one the town is now 
facing. 

We would suggest that such consideration be included 
in the decision making process on Cormier’s requests, 
along with the cost of maintenance of a lift station over 
a period of years, as compared to other potential, 
capital and recurring costs to service a large housing 
development.

Other White House sourc- 
es inform us that Rosalynn 
Carter is even more sizzling 
over Kennedy’s bid to take 
away her husband’s job. 
They describe her as espe- 
cially angry at several 
administration subordinates 
who have deserted the 
Carter camp for Kennedy’s. 
She vows a no-compromise, 
no-forgiving, no-forgetting 
attitude toward the defec- 
tors. 

‘The White Shadow: A 
mystery flash off the coast 
of South Africa that might 
have been an atomic test 
explosion triggered tremors 
of apprehension last month 
in both the White House and 
the Kremlin.

The dread pos- 
sibility is increasing that 
they might use their terror 
weapons to unleash nuclear 
war on the world. 

The intelligence experts 
anticipate that three dicta- 
torships, Argentina, South 
Korea and Pakistan, are 
expected to achieve atomic 
capability before the end of 
this year. Brazil and Yugo- 
Slavia are believed ready to 
join the nuclear club next 
year. 

By the mid-1980s, the 
report predicts that four 
Arab countries should be 
able to brandish their own 
nuclear weapons.

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Mark Farnham

Perhaps the greatest tribute to Mark 
Farnham’s ability is that his name is no 
longer always preceeded by the words 
“The younger brother of former All-East 
receiver Bob Farhnam...’’ 

It is not an easy thing to replace a 
superstar. It’s even harder when he is 
your brother. But Mark Farnham, a senior 
from Andover, is threatening to make peo- 
ple forget about brother Bob — erasing 
Bob’s spectacular catches from the 
memories of many fans by substituting his 
own, and shattering many of the records 
that Bob had set only two or three years 
before. 

Now, it is Mark’s turn to be the top 
receiver in the ECAC, and to create his 
own pressure — the pressure of being 
Mark Farnham, star receiver. 


‘‘When I first came up to the varsity,”’ 
Mark reflected, ‘‘‘I was constantly being 
compared to Bob. There was some 
pressure. Now, when everyone thinks 
we’ll pass the defense usually rolls to my 
side — it’s a different type of challenge.

of being named to the first team All-ECAC 
squad, Farnham insists he has a lot to 
learn. ‘“‘I learn more about playing 
receiver every game. Our new receiver’s 
coach, Jay Miller, has taught me a lot of 
important things, things that help me 
work on defensive backs, or how to run the 
best pass routes. They’re little things, but 
during the game they can mean a lot.” 

As good as Mark Farnham is at football, 
and there are many who argue he is the 
best at his position in the northeast, he 
may be even better at another sport — 
lacrosse.

Following the issuance, the Friends of 
Shawsheen, under the direction of its 
president, James Sellers, protested the 
new business and appealed to selectmen 
not to issue a common vicualler’s license. 

On Aug. 30, they filed a petition with the 
board of appeals asking the building per- 
mit be revoked. 

Atty. Dominic S. Terranova represented 
the association at the hearing and contend- 
ed that there were insufficient parking 
spaces on the lot to accomodate all of the 
uses which will be made of the land as re- 
quired under Andover zoning bylaws. 

Counsel told the board that the 
Shawsheen manor hotel contained more 
than the 16 sleeping units as represented in 
the application. He presented an applica- 
tion for a liquor license presented to the 
town by the manor, which stated there 
were 53 guest rooms there. 

When questioned by the board at the 
hearing, the building inspector said that 
the building department records indicated 
47 guest rooms as of an inspection in 
February, 1979, and had noted at the time 
that a number of the rooms were not in 
use. The inspector also said he accepted 
the building applicant’s statement that 
only 16 rooms were in use. 

James Chongris, told the board that only 
16 units were currently in use, that five un- 
its on the third floor were now used as a 
single family residence, and a number of 
other sleeping units were now used as of- 
fices, and had been since early 1978. Other 
rooms were being used for storage and a 
number of others were uninhabitable, 
Chongris told the board. 

Atty. Terranova then pointed out that 
the manor has a restaurant with a seating 
capacity of 1200 and a lounge area for 40 
people. The building inspector noted that 
the restaurant was not in use at the pre- 
sent time. 

Atty. Terranova also showed a parking 
plan providing for 88 spaces and argued 
that there was not sufficient area for 88 
vehicles and still allow circulation of cars 
and pedestrians. 

Counsel for the petitioners also argued 
that the proposed building did not meet 
setback requirements and also was a curb- 
side operation, not’ allowed by the zoning 
bylaws. 

The zoning board rejected the latter, but 
addressed the issue of parking spaces in 
filing its decision. 

In ordering the building permit revoked, 
the board said:

As the price of home heating fuels rise, 
hundreds of thousands of homeowners this 
fall and winter will be switching to com- 
plete or supplementary wood heating.
